29,000 FEET SOMEWHERE OVER TENEESSEE - It’» really 
started The running to catch an airplane. The razor you forgot to 
pack. The checking of the racing schedule of a half- dozen major 
events trying to see which one you can get to on time. 
In the lull before the Daytona Speed weeks you wonder if the 
race to get to the races will ever begia Now, whisking along at 600 
mph in a streamlined cigar that will eventually set you down near 
the North Carolina Motor Speedway at Rockingham it begins to 
dawn on you just exactly what the next nine months will be like. 
Watching the clouds drift by below, it’s easy to sit back and 
think of just exactly what goes into this fantastic sport of auto 
racing. Here’s just one guy trying to keep txaok of himelf. How in 
the world do the people who actually make racing possible, the 
companies involved, make it from race to race. 
The day after the Daytona 500 several people who have been 
involved in racing for many, many years were taking a break from 
the tedious chore of cleaning up. The talk was pretty interesting. 
Dick Dolan, the man who heads up the raring propam for the 
Union Oil Company of California, which is the official fuel of 
many NASCAR (National Association for Stock Car Auto Racing) 
sanctioned races was talking about the big work load his crew has 
just perform ed 
“ Ya know, this service station here in the pit area is open only 
a few times a year,” said Dolan. “The only cars we service are race 
cars, the drivers are ail professionals, we don’t have a grease rack, a 
car wash, and we don’t give stamps. Yet we pumped as much gas 
here during speed weeks as several average stations on the highway 
do in a month "* 
“ There were 250 race cars here during speed weeks,” continued 
Dolan. “We pumped dose to 75,000 gallons of gas through these 
pumps I’d say that our clientele was about the most exclusive in 
the w o rld ” 
“That’s all well and 
good,” chimed in Dick Ralston of 
Goodyear. “ But you should have been in our garage. Goodyear had

29,000 FEET SOMEWHERE OVER TENEESSEE - It’s really 
started. The running to catch an airplane. The razor you forgot to 
pack.

In the lull before the Daytona Speedweeks you wonder if the 
race to get to the races will ever begin. Now, whisking along at 600 
mph in a streamlined cigar that will eventually set you down near 
the North Carolina Motor Speedway at Rockingham it begins to 
dawn on you just exactly what the next nine months will be like. 
Watching the clouds drift by below, it’s easy to sit back and 
think of just exactly what goes into this fantastic sport of auto 
racing. Here’s just one guy trying to keep track of himelf. How in 
the world do the people who actually make racing possible, the 
companies involved, make it from race to race. 
The day after the Daytona 500 several people who have been 
involved in racing for many, many years were taking a break from 
the tedious chore of cleaning up. The talk was pretty interesting. 
Dick Dolan, the man who heads up the racing pro^am for the 
Union Oil Company of California, which is the official fuel of 
many NASCAR (National Association for Stock Car Auto Racing) 
sanctioned races was talking about the big work load his crew has 
just performed. 
“ Ya know, this service station here in the pit area is open only 
a few times a year,” said Dolan. “The only cars we service are race 
cars, the drivers are all professionals, we don’t have a grease rack, a 
car wash, and we don't give stamps. Yet we pumped as much gas 
here during speedweeks as several average stations on the highway 
do in a month ”* 
“ There were 250 race cars here during speedweeks,” continued 
Dolan. “ We pumped close to 75,000 gallons of gas through these 
pumps. I’d say that our clientele was about the most exclusive in 
the world.” 
“T hat’s all well and 
good," chimed in Dick Ralston of 
Goodyear. “ But you should have been in our garage. Goodyear had 
a work force of 19 men here doing nothing but checking, 
mounting and dismounting race tires. For the Grand National cars 
only we handled 932 tires. And that includes the safey inner liner 
and tubes. Pete Hamilton changed 18 tires plus the four he started 
on to go the 500 miles. You take 19 man working 10 hours a day 
seven days a week and you've got a lot of work going on. ” 
“ Yes, but we did a lot more than just pump gas,” said Dola. 
“ We gave out more than 1,500 gallons of our heavy duty Union 76 
oil along with all that gas. And don’t forget grease and rear- end 
lube. You know that a race car rear- end assembly holds five times 
more lubricant than the average passenger car? Especially with a 
cooler installed. Most people think in terms of pint*. Racing 
mechanics talk about gallons.’’ 
“ Look at it this way. Most people fill the tank of the car once 
or twice a week. They run back and forth to work and maybe take a 
little trip on the weekend.

STYLE TERMINOLOGY 
Selecting the right style furniture for your 
home and your family can be made easier if you 
are familiar with style "terminology." 
Today, the words “style” and “period” are 
used interchangeably in the furniture world. 
However, the word style actually refers to the 
use of certain design characteristics: whereas 
period designates a measure of time when these 
characteristics were popularized.
